THE following extract from the act of Congress, ap- 
proved March 3, 1893, and the rules established by the Presi- 
dent in accordance with its provisions, are published for the 
informa'ion and guidance of ali concerned : 

“ Be it enacted by the Senate and Howse of Representatives 
of the United States of America in Congress assembled, That 
* * * in time of peace the President may in bis discretion, 
and under sucb rules and upon such conditions as be may 
prescribe, permit any enlisted wan to purchase his discharge 
from the Navy or Mar'ne Oorps, the amounts received 
therefiom to be covered into jhe Treasury. * * * Ap- 
proved March 3, 1898." 

No enlisted man of the Marine Corps can purchase his 
discharge while beisin debt to the Government, or until 
he bas served at least one year of bis enlistment, 

Applications for discbarge by purchase will be made to 
the Colone] Comtandant, through the proper channels, to 
be referred by bim to the Secretary of the Navy. 

Applicants for discharge by purcbase on foreign stations 
must state in their applications that they waive claims to 
transportation or consular aid. 

The price of discharge during the thirteenth month of the 
first enlistment will be $100. and thereafter, until the expir- 
ation of two years from the date of enlistment, one per 
cent, per month of the tora! yearly pay of the applicant, in 
addition to the sum of $100 above mentioned, toniog 
with the third year of enlistment, the maximum price then 
reached, will be decreased by two per cent. per month of 
the total yearly pey uotil four years of the enlistment have 
expired, when the price of discharge will remain the same 
until the expiration of the enlistment.

TRIAL OF THE BANOROPFL. 


Tus final trial of tho U. 8. 8. practice-ship Banoroft took 
pince in Long Island Sound on July 18. the day b- ing per- 
ect, with a smooth sea and light wind, The Triai Board con- 
risted of Admiral Walker, C mdr. Cooper, Lieut.-Oomdr. 
wy ceetee Dodd, ‘Nava! Constructor Feaster and 
. A. Bogr. Maio. 

The vessei ran her eleven knots without forced draugkt, 
and was kept under weigh for 48 hours. Ono ber previous 
trial she made 14.4 knots with forced drauzht,while the con- 
tract called for only 12 knots, se that on the trial of July 18 
it was deemed advisable not to push the vessel for s: . 
but merely to test the durability of her machinery, which, 
with the exception of a few minor defeets, worked satistac- 
torily, Oo July 14, off Montauk Poiat, the four quick-fir- 
ing guns of her main tattery were fired at differeat eleva- 
tions,and gave great satisfaction. Five shots were fired 
from tbe starboard after 3 pounder in seventeen seconds or 
at the rate of seventeen shots. The two 6-pounders, the 1- 
pounder and the 87-mm. Hotchkiss guns proved satisfac- 
tory, as did the Gatling gun. 

e Williamson steam steering engine worked perfectly, 
the helm being put bard over to thirty-five degrees in eleven 
seconds, the ship going ahead full speed. A complete circle 
was made in four minutes thirty-three seconds with both 
engines going abead ful) speed, and in seven minutes forty- 
two seconds with starboard engine going abead and port 
engine backing bard. In turning with large belm angle the 
ship neeled quickly, but not to any excessive Segves. hen 
the engines were reversed from abead to full speed the 
headway was deadened in a little over two ships’ jongebe.

At Forts Riley, 
Myer and Logan the extensive improvements be 
gan & year or moro ago are practically finished. A* 
Fort Thomas, Ky., a contract has recently been 
made for additional buildings to accommodate two 
more companies of infantry, making it an eight 
company fort. At Fort Orook work on the new 
ten company post is advancing favorably, and it is 
expected that many of the new buildings will be 
ready for occupancy early next year. Under the 
limit of $500,000 it is doubtful if sufficient accom- 
modations can be provided for ten companies, 
though work is being carried on with that end in 
view. 

Work has already commenced on the new two- 
company post—Fort Ethan Allen, Vt.—authorized 
by the last Uongress, contracts having been made 
by the Ordnance Department for the construction 
of one double barracks, two double sets of officers’ 
quarters, hospital, two double sets of non-commis- 
sioned officers’ quarters, guard house, fuel store 
house, quartermaster’s stable, two cavalry 
stables, and other buildings. Within the past 
few days the contract has been further extended 
by two additional cavalry stailes, and one double 
barracks. This is a very interesting new fort. Its 
construction has been avowedly undertaken with a 
view to making 1t a nucleus for both Regular and 
State or volunteer forces, so as to undertake a 
prompt dash upon the canal system of Canada, in 
case Of war with Great Britain. Yet, while this 
purpose was frankly avowed in Oongress, there is 
nothing whatever offensive init. It is simply a 
precaution for our own frontier defence, since at 
present Great Britain could send a large fleet of 
small gunboats and torpedo boats into the Great 
Lakes, while the treaty of 1817 makes us power- 
less to build vessels there to resist them. 

No contract has yet been made for the construc- 
tion of buildings at the new post authorized to be 
established near Helena, Montana, and lately 
named Fort Harrison. The engineers are now en- 
gaged in making a contour map of the site select- 
ed, and the Quartermaster’s Department are pre- 
paring plans and specifications for the buildings. 
When our present system of forts is completed, it 
will be found that the Army is mere advantage- 
ously placed than formerly, for exigencies of the 
sort likely to arise in the future. Large posts also 
mean advantages in administration, discipline, 
drill, and in whatever can be done for the well 
being and enjoyment of the enlisted men. 








Mason W. F. Spurein, U. 8. A., who went to 
Ohicago to make arrangement for encamping the 
corps of West Point cadets there, was met in a 
liberal spirit by the directors of the Columbian Ex 
position, and has reached a very satisfactory con- 
clusion. The cadet camp will be pitched just East 
of the Government building and of the present en- 
campment of troops, under command of Mejor 
Randall, Fourth Infantry, U. 8. A. It is on a 
beautiful lawn, running down to the shore of Lake 
Michigan, and will be flanked on the North by the 
battleship containing the exhibit of the Navy De- 
partment. The Government will furnish tents and 
the Commissioners of the Fair will pitch the tents 
and put down the floors. The young men will be 
permitted to enter the Fair without charge. They 
teceive the privilege of bathing at given hours in 
the beautiful waters of the lake—no small favor at 
this season. Arrangements will be made to supply 
them with the hygeia water which is brought to the 
fair grounds in pipes from a pure spring at Wau- 
kesha, Wisconsin. In short, everything will be 
done that can be done to make them comfortabie 
at Chicago. 

It is to be hoped that some way will be found to give 
cadets of the Naval Academy a similar excursion. 
Why cannot they be sent around on a naval vessel 
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fairgrounds? It only requires the eonsent of the 
Navy Department to secure this desirable result. 
It will be an excellent thing to bring together the 
young men who are to officer our two Services, and 
as such an opportunity to make the people under- 
stand the character and value of our two great na 
tional military institutions will not soon recur, it 
ought not to be lost. We shall no doubt be met, as 
we were met when the proposition for the naval land 
parade in New York was first made, by the declar 
ation of non possumus ; but this should not deter 
our progressive Secretary of the Navy. 








THE list of vessels in commission was further 
augmented this week by the 2,000-ton cruiser De. 
troit. She was placed in commission at the Nor- 
folk Navy-yard Thursday, Jaly20. It will be sev 
eral weeks before sbe is entirely ready for sea, but 
now that her officers are aboard the work of fitting 
out will be greatly facilitated. The Detroit bas not 
been definitely assigned toa station, but there is 
every reason to believe that her maiden cruise will 
be in home waters. With the Atlanta out of com 
mission, and so many of the new vessels now in 
home waters booked for foreign stations, the pres- 
ence of a vessel like the Detroit- for emergencies 
likely to arise at -any time in the West Indies will 
be very useful. 

The following is a list of her officers : Oom- 
mander W. H. Brownson, commanding; Lieuten- 
ant Commander T. O. McLean, executive; Lieu- 
tenant Kossuth Niles, navigator ; Lieut. 8. W. B.

Brittain, watch officers ; Surgeon Uharles T. Hib- 
bett, Passed Assistant Paymaster George W. Simp- 
son, Chief Engineer G. W. Roche, Passed Assistant 
Engineer O. A. E. King and Assistant Engineer D. 
E. Dismukes. 

The Detroit was formally accepted by the Navy 
Department on Tuesday, and arrangements per- 
fected for paying her eoutractors the sum of $225,- 
000, which includes the premium earned on the 
final trial, and all reserve payments except the 
final to be paid four months after the vessel has 
been in commission. 








THERE is considerable speculation anent the suc- 
cessor to the late General Kelton as Governor of 
the Soldiers’ Home at Washington. In the absence 
of the President and Secretary of War, however, the 
matter will have to be left entirely to the gossips, 
as nothing definite can be known until these offi- 
cials return to Washingtou. Meanwhile, Oaptain 
David A. Irwin, retired, the Deputy Governor, will 
perform the duties of Governor. The fact that 
General D. 8. Stanley desired the detail at the time 
General Kelton was appointed, leads his friends to 
believe that he will again be a candidate, and, 
having friendly relations with the present Adminis- 
tration, he is generally looked upon as a Very strong 
possibility. Under the law the President can select 
either an active or retired officer for the position, 
but with rare exceptions the post, which is regarded 
as an honorable and important one, has gone to the 
latter class. 





Ow1ne to the troubles between France and Siam, 
the Rev. Dr. Gillespie, of New York, representing 
the Presbyterian Mission Board, telegraphed Sev- 
retary Gresham to inqaire what provision would be 
made for the safety of American missionaries in 
Siam, and the children in their charge. Secretary 
Gresham replied as follows: ‘‘Am informed by 
Secretary of Navy that there is not at present on 
Asiatic station any vessel capable of entering Siam- 
ese waters. Missionaries should communicate with 
legation at Bangkok for usual diplomatic protec- 
tion.” Two Frensh gunboats, the Comete and In- 
constante, have now passed the Siamese river forts, 
and joined the Zutin, off Bangkok. A fourth ves- 
sel, the For/ait, is at hand, but draws too much 
water to go above the river bar. Some of our na- 
val officers, in view of the lack of damage done to 
the forts by the rifled guns of the French gunboats, 
are inclined to think that the old Dahlgren smooth- 
bores would have been more effective, and are bet- 
ter against river earthworks. Some of the French 
seem inclined to suspect England of encouraging 
Siam. 
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Orrioenrs detailed to duty in connection with the 
inspection of militia will be relieved this year of 
the necessity of making two reports—one to the 
Adjutant General and one to the Inspector Gen- 
eral. Their orders call for a report to the Adju- 
tant General only. 





Wr understand that General Schofield has re- 
commended the appointment of a board to prepare 
regulations governing the issue of medals of bonor 
and certificates of merit, with the view to providing a 
uniform system for the guidance of commanding 
officers and men for these distinctions. The paper 
is awaiting the action of the Secretary of War. 





Tae now famous “ brick frigate” of the Chicago 
Exhibition continues to be one of its best drawiag 
attractions, and is thronged with visitors from 
morning to night. The greatest interest is mani- 
fested in the internal economy of the vessel, and 
the questions which are asked of the officers and 
men on duty show how keen is the desire for a cor- 
reet understanding of the man-o’ war’s man afloat.

Martial 
music, in our opinion, is a powerful factor, espe- 
cially in times of active service, when martial spirits 
are liable to flag. 

A Wor.p's Farr correspondent writes: “ Eog- 
land’s naval display shows that the British sover- 
eiguty of the seas is now more complete and more 
unchallenged than it ever was before. In contrast 
with the comparatively meagre showing made in 
other departments by the nation that makes it, it 
seems as if Great Britain were saying to all the 
world that, whatever exteusion of commerce may 
take place between other nations, she will carry it 
and take toll of it, and that the power of her battle- 
ships will enable ber to protect and to preserve the 
supremacy of her mercantile marine.”’

General Kelton had not been in very 
good health for some time past, and the immediate 
cause Of death seems tc have been Bright's disease. 
It seems scarcely necessa,,y to recapitulate the dis- 
tinguished career of the deceased officer. 
graduated from the Military Academy in 1851; in 
June, 1889, was appointed Adjutant-General of the 
Army; and was retired June 21, 1802, having reached 
the age of »xty-four. ln announcing in JourNaL of 
June 15, 1889, his appointment as Adjutant-General, 
we sketched his military career, and said: “ The 
Army is well acquainted with him and it is to be 
congratulated that the selection for this important 
position has fallen upon such a thorough soldier and 
s0 courteous a gentleman.”

THF VALETTA COURT MARTIAL. 


In the court held at Valetta, Malta, this week, 
upon the loss of the Victoria, Capt. Bourke of that 
vessel fully confirmed what has alreadv been 
printed as to Vice Admiral Tryon’s saying “leave it 
six,”” when reminded that he bad at first ordered the 
turning ‘istance to be eight cables.

The helm was usually 
naed at 28 derrees and gave an estimated circle of 
800 yards. The Camperdown's turning circle was 
practical'v the same. 

Capt. Winslow, the Prosecutor—Did you ask per- 
mission to reverse the port screw when the signal 
was hauled down ? 

Capt. Bourke—Directly after the signal was 
hauled down and the belm was put over, the ship 
having swung about two points with the extreme 
helm, I addressed the admiral thua: **We sball oome 
very close to the Camperdown” I then turned to 
wy aide-d -camp, Middy Lanyon, and told him to 
take the Camperdown's distance. To the best of my 
recollection when [ addressed the admiral he looked 
up, but made no reply. 

After [ spoke to Lanyon, | added the remark to 
him, ** We had better do san zething; we shall come 
very close to the Camperdown.” All this time we 
were turning. Receiying no answer, I again ad- 
dressed the admiral, repeating quickly two or three 
times, “* May I go astern full speed ith the port 
screw?” At last the admiral said “ Yes.”” The port 
eorew was immediately started full speed astern. 
Verv sbortly afterward I ordered both screws full 
speed astern. 

Capt. Bourke said he gave an order to close the 
gunports, but thought that it was not executed. 
The Commander-in-Ohief bad at once bailed the 
Camperdown, be said, and had ordered her to go 
astern. Every body had comeup from below ex- 
cept the poor fellows in the engine room. B+ bim- 
self had been the last one to come up. He had 
beard no order to abandon the ship, and he did not 
kvow that any order had besn given for the en- 
gineers to come up. He should say that ten minnter 
elapsed between the collision and the sinking. The 
greatness of the mortality was partly due to the 
fact, he thought, that many stokers and marines 
were unable to swim. 

“Nobody believed the end wasso near,’’ continued 
Oapt. Bourke. “I myself did not suppose that the 
vessel would turn over.” 

After describing the splendid behavior of the 
men, and the wonderful self-control displayed by 
them when they fell in ou deck, Capt. Bourke said : 
“TI believe the commander gave no orders, Just sf 
the last Lieut. Heath eave tho order tojump. His 
words were: * Sauve qui peut !’” 

Lord Gillford, Fiag Lieutenant, testified that af- 
ter the collision Vice-Admiral Tryon said to him: 
“It wasall my fault. It was entirely my doing. It 
was entirely mv fauit.” ‘ 

Rear Admire!"Markham testified that when he sig- 
nalled to the Victoria that he did not quite under- 
stand the signal, the Victoria answered that the 
Camperdown was delaying the mance:vres. It then 
occurred to the witnese that he was to put the helm 
of the Camperdown down and turn her sixteen 
points to starboard, while the Victoria would ease 
her helm and circle round on the outside of the di- 
vision which was being led by the Camperdown. 








GENERAL COURTS-MARTIAL CASES. 


In the case of Sergt. Heber J. Kemper, Co. 0, 7th Inf., 
tried for while on guard at F ort Logan releasing a prisoner 
without authority, and sentenced to be reprimanded and 
finea $30, the reviewing autbority, Gen. Joha Brooke, ap- 
proves the sentence, and says: * It seems prohable, how- 
ever, from the evidence submitted that the confinement of 
Pvt, Wilkins war, in the first instance, in violation of par. 
908, A. R., and of post orders based thereon, and that, bad 
the accused been in command of the guard at the time Pvt. 
Wilkins was presented for conffaement, he would have been 

wstified, upon proper investigation, in refusing to receive 

im. Pyt.Wilkins having been confined during the tempo- 
tary ab of the d,and by bis successor in com- 
mand, the action taken by him when he returned to the 
command of his guard, in releasing this prisoner upon his 
own motion and without any further investigation than the 
simple inquiry as to whether ap order by a commissioned 
officer accompanied tre request for confinement, was unsu- 
thorized. His conviction of this offence,and of the addi- 
tional offence of disrespect toward his superior officer, set 
forth in the 3d specification. has justly brought upon him 
the censure of the court, The record shows that Sergeant 
Kewper is in the third year of bis first enlistment. That he 
should bave attained bis present «rade in so short a period 
of service is a fact most creditable to bim, and argues the 
possession of such soldierly qualities as make it a matter ot 
surprise that be should have been gullty of the misconduct 
of which be stands convicted. After a careful consideration 
of the proceedings in this case, the reviewing authority is 
constrained to believe that Seret. Ke r will flad in the 
fact of trial and conviction sufficient admonition and pun- 
ishment, and therefore remite the forfefture im w 


In a case recently tried et Fort Ciark, Texas, the review- 
ing authority, Gen. Frank Wheaton, says: “The ebarges as 
originally preferred were amended at these headquarters 
and as amended were referred for trial to the court by the 
Department Commander. Upon the arraignment, after the 
charges had been read to the accuse?, and before bie plea 
thereto bad been entered, a member of the court whe bad 
preferred the origina! charges, instituted of bis own motion 
an inquiry as to who signed the charges as read and what 
ehanges in form or text had been made. Pending this di 
4 on the court closed and when reopened the mew 
apnounced ‘that he did not wish to make any further oo- 
jections to the changes made in the charges and specifica- 
tiong as the changes do not materially affect his intentioos 
in preferring them.’ The business of the court was then re- 
d. This pr dure discloses an errop*ous assum potion 
on the partof the member itn guestion. Law and custom 
bave invested the Department Commander with the duty ef 
deciding not only what charges sbull be brought to trial, 
but the exact form in which they shall be submitted to tae 
court ; and in the absence of an issue duly raised they are 
before the court solely for trial, and not for the criticism, 
revision or approval of its individual members. The charges 
in this oase are an apt illustretion of the necessity of amend- 
ment at Department Headquarters before reference for 
trial, violating as they did two of the elementary rules of 
pleading. Allegations of theft of both public aad private 
property were commingled in ope specification and the re 
guilt erroneously Jaid under the 60th Article of War, as tos 
article refers exclusively to pubiic property.

TWELFTH REGIMENT. 

Or the afternoon of July 8, the Twelfth, in two 
battalions of five companies each, under Majors 
Leonard and Buros, with Col. Heman Dowd iu eom- 
mand of the regiment, entered the State oanp at 
Peekskil!. relieving the 7lst Reziment and the 23 Pro- 
visional Battalion. The regiment was out in fall 
force, and, asin previous years, upset all the cal- 
culations of the State officials. The title of “the 
little regiment” is one that the officersand men are 
proud of, but the days of the christening *have long 
since passed, and the cbild tas pearly reached matur- 
ity, tor Adjutsnt Wainwrigh* reported the strength 
nresentto be 33 officers and 528 men; total, 561; absent, 
8 officers and 78 men; total, 8l—agerega's, 642, baing 
an average of 90 per cent. for duty. This average 
was maintained throughout the week in camp. 

It took but a very short timeto put the Oanvas 
City in a habitable condition, for Q. Powers and 
his assistants were early in the tield and working 
in acoord with Major Barnie of the Ordnance De- 
partment. There was no delay in the issue of the 
camp equipage, so that at supper call the village 
on the bluff was complete in every detail. Lt was 
intended to make a grand opening of the regiment's 
week in camp at the evening parade, but before 
supper was concluded a driving thunder storm pre-. 
vented all military ceremony. The camp was simply 
perfeot in the evening, and long betore Druu Major 
MoKay’s excellent corps sounded “tatto».” the 
very large majority of the mer were in quarters 
and asleep. It was the quietest first night iu camp 
that we have ever seep, and speaks volumes for the 
discipline of the old regiment. 

Tbe guard mount of Sunday morning, thanks to 
the valuable instruction given to officers and men 
during the winter months, by Lieut.-Col. Butt, was 
of a most satisfactory character, and was perhaps 
the beet first wae tym J ceremony of the season. It 
received the praise of the State Lnspectors, and what 
more need be said? The Rev. Dr. Terry held divine 
service on the bluff in the early forenoon, while the 
evening parade was just what might be expected 
from the two organizations on duty, a success in 
every particular. Monday morning was to test the 
capacity of the severa) companies, and at drill cal) 
there was not a sbirker, and though there were four 
surgeons at the hospital tent, they waited in vain 
for a patient. The armory work of the winter told 
well in the regiment's fayor, for there was hardly a 
fault to be tound in the work of squads or their 
commanders. it was nearly the perfection of the 
“equad in extended order,” and was so recognized 
by all qualified to judge the merits of the prelimin- 
ary Grillin the new regulations. Of the drille by 
battalion in closed order, little can be said. Ever 
movement on the printed card was covered and wit 
lote of time tospare. {t would be hard, indeed, to 
say which was the best battalion, and though a large 
majority ef the officers are new in commission, there 
was littie fault to find. Tuesday was a mere repeti- 
tion of the first day’s duty, and from the work by 
section, extended order, the guard mount and the 
battalion in closed order, the general ensemble 
could bardly be improved upon. Ool. Hall, of the 
4th U. 8. Infantry, who is af the camp as inspecting 
officer for the Government, in commending the work 
of the regiment, said that it was the best first two 
days’ work of the season. 

The troubles of “the little ;regiment"”’ commenced 
on Wednesday morning, with “platoonsin extend- 
ed order.” The squads and sections were all right, 
but the many young men lately imported into the 
Twelfth were wofully inadequate to the wore in 
hand. The drills in both battalions were ragged in 
the extreme, Dor can much more be said of the fore- 
noon drill—platoons in closed order. From our 
personal observation, platvon drill bas not been 
neglected in the winter’s work of the Twelfth, and 
why, when called upon to execute these movements 
by battalion, officers should go to pieces, and men 
and guides become ragged and careless, is indeed a 
conundrum. The JOURNAL has seen and reported 
meer excellent platoon drills as performed by the 
Twelfth, and we certainly looked toward a satis- 
factory showing on this ocoasion. The work of this

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PLANS FOR A SUBMARINE BOAT. 


Tue report of the Board on the Submarine Boat, 
which consists of Lieut.-Comdr. C. 8. Sperry, Prof. 
Pp. R. Alger, and Asst. Naval Constructor W. L. 
Capps, reviews very carefully the merits of the two 

rincipal designs, those of Mr. Baker and Mr. Hol- 

and. Eight of the designs did not comply with the 
Department’s requirements, One, also, of Mr. Bak- 
er 8 wae set aside because it proposed storage bat- 
teries as tbe sole motive power, a system considered 
insufficiently developed at present. His other de- 
sign was better suited to the needs of the Service. 
The Board found that it possessed one feature of 
great merit—the placing of the propellers on the 
transverse axis through the centreof gravity, with 
a device by which they may be deflected in such a 
manner asto be used for submergence as well as 
propulsion. Since the power is applied to the trans- 
verse axis through the centre of gravity. the main- 
tenance of the longitudinal trim by the exact com- 
pensation for weights expended is rendered less im- 
portant as far as depth of submergence and safety 
are concerned. This compensation is vitally im- 
portant, since too littie causes excessive buoyancy 
aud consequent loss of powerin submergence, ana 
too much way destroy the reserve buoyancy and 
lead to disaster. It is also very desirable that the 
trim be steadily maintained, in order that the tor- 
pedo may be properly aimed. The lack of any de- 
tailed description of devices for accomplishing this 
compensation, with the exposed position of the 
propellers and tbe comparative small power for 
surface spe+d, prevented the Board from recom- 
mending tbis design as the best, though it considers 
it an open question whether submergence by pro- 
pellers is not a better method than submergence by 
diving rudders, the reserve buoyancy Leing the 
same in each case. 

The design presented by John P. Holland of New 
York was found to meet every requirement of the 
Service fairly well by mecbanicai devices appar- 
ently practical. The inyentor’s experience with 
submarine boats also counts in favor of his designs. 
Although horizontal rudders are used in this design 
for effecting submergence when the boat is not in 
motion, its important feature is the use of divin 
rudders to submerge when under way. The Bo 
believes this method to be more s y and ef- 
ficient than submergence by propellers, but that it 
has the apparent fault of a groater risk of reach- 
ing a dangerous depth. This objection would have 
greater weight, bad not the inventor possessed ap- 
parently efficient automatic devices for maintain- 
ing the longitudinal trim. The Board considers, 
therefore, va the John P. Holland Torpedo Boat 
Company of New York most nearly meets the re- 
quirements of the Department, and that the guar- 
uoteed etrength to resist the pressure due to con- 
tinued submergence at seventy feet will besufficient, 
and it recommends the construction of the boat by 
that firm. 

The board suggests that the test for surface speed 
should be made atest of endurance as well, and 
should not be for a smaller period than four hours. 
In considering the guarantee submitted, the board 
does not believe the system of penalties and pre- 
miums set forth to be desirable in connection with 
the construction of a vessel which is in a great mea- 
sure experimental. [t suggestea liberal margin ia 
the qualities of speed, endurance and facility of ma 
Deuvre, within which it will be accepted at the full 
cuntract price, and outside of which it may be ac- 
cepted at a considerable reduced price, should the 
Department consider it expedient. Commo. Samp 
son does not approve of the findings of the board, 
and sent the report to the Secretary with the follow. 
ing indorsement: 

The Bureau of Ordnance recommends that the two bid- 
ders, Messrs. Baker and Holland, be called upon by the De- 
partment to furnish more detailed Jescriptions and calcuila- 
tions with reference tothe designs which they have sub- 
mitted. In those vpon which the board now makes a re- 
port, the two bidders have assumed different degrees for 
strength for their respective designe—one, Mr. Baker, pro- 
viding for a strength sufficient to withstunu the submerg- 
ence of 150 feet, and Mr. Holland for only a depth of 70 feet. 
This difference and the resulting weight of the bull of the 
two boats make the two designs incomparable in tne matter 
of speec aud other requirements. Tbe bureau therefore re- 
commends that Mr. Biker be required to modify his design 
and description to conform to .ne necessary strength for 
submergence, and that both the bidders be required to as- 
sume the same unit of efficiency in the storage batteries 


wh'ch they have p to use. Both of these points are 
essentiai in order ¢' the two systems may be fairly com-

ORDNANCE NOTES. 


According to reports from Bucharest anew smoke- 
less powder, known as Plastomenit, has been tested 
there by the military authorities as well as by the 
local sporting club. One of the advantages it is said 
to possess over other similar powder: is that its com- 
bustion does not choke the gun. 





It is hoped that the difficulty which threatens to 
be fatal to our new army explosive, cordite, may be 
circumvented by a change in the manner ot loading 
cartridges. if they can be so | as to secure 
less rapid expansion of the gases generated, there ig 
achauce that corrosion, which proves so rapidly 
ruinous to the rifie barrel, may be obviated. Ex- 
periments will show whether this is the case or not.— 
Army and Navy Gazette. 





The Board of Ordnance and Fortification paid a 
visit to Sandy Hook last week on a tour of observa- 
tion, and was gratified at the great progress made 
in ordnance matters. Capt. Frank Heath, who is in 
oharge of the proving grounds, gave the board a 
practical illustration of what has been accomplished. 
One of the ten-inch guns, wbivh is mounted on Uapt. 
Gordon’s 22 ton disappearing carriage, threw a 575 
pound projectile five miles out to sea with a roar 
that was beard at a distance of seven miles. The 
powder charge was 250 pounds. The five-inch Rrown 
segmental gun was also fired, and though much 
heavier than the United States type of gun, it gave 
satisfaction. In order to prove that emmensite can 
be fired with perfect safety, a charge of 86 pounds 
and 10 ounces was put into a 706-pound sheli and fired 
from one of the 12.20 mortars. Tue powder charge, 
Brown prismatic, was 78 pounds. The result was ex- 
ceedingly gratifying. Tue greatest work of the day, 
however, was that accomplished with the 3.20-inch

and Prinzess Wilhelm. Uulike the first-noanied o 
these, she bas but two screws, but is ex to at- 
tain a speed of 20 knots.

Those 
who know what a watch in the dark, fiery well of 
the stokehold, 40 ft. below the bridge, really means, 
can alone appreciate the qualities which enable men 
to remain stesdfast at their postin such surround- 
ings in the hour of danger. It requires a stout heart 
to stay at the bottom of an iron well, with a dozen 
high pressure boilers before on, and a square patch 
of sky seen through a batchway 40 ft. anove, when 
the order on deck is “close all water-tight doors,” 
and “Call away all the boats.”” We must not tract 
the engineers and stokers of the Victoria. —
